LIABLE PERSON 


To determine the "liable person" look down the list below. As soon as you reach a description which applies to 
someone in the property, they will be the liable person(s) and their name(s) should be entered overleaf.

DISABLED PERSONS RELIEF 


A reduction may apply if one of the following is a feature of the property and is required as essential or of major 
importance to the well being of the disabled person because of the nature and extent of their disability. 


A. A room other than a bathroom, kitchen or lavatory which is used predominantly by the disabled person. 
B. A second bathroom or kitchen. 

C. Extra space inside the property to allow for the use of wheelchair. 

DISCOUNT AND PEOPLE NOT COUNTED 


Certain people will not be counted when looking at the number of adults resident in a property. For example, if 
there are two adults, and one of them falls within a group shown below, the bill will be worked out as if only one 
adult resides there and a discount of 25% will apply. If every adult falls within a group shown below a 50% 
discount will apply.
